PANIC IN A CHURCH. 



A Submarine Volcano. 

Sas FiaN'cisco, March 'J. — The Hon- 
olulu "Gazette" of February 28th 
contains the account of a remarkable 
Bubmariao volcanic outbreak in Eeala- 
k'eakua Bay, near the cutrauco to the 
hai-bour. The nativoa report that the 
eruption occurred at 3 o'clock ou the 
morning of the 24Lli, appounng like 
iunumerable red,blue and green lights. 
In the afternoon several boats visited 
the aruption, craisiag over the most 
aotivfl pict .wjiere the water v/as in a 
state of peculiar activity, boiliug aud 
appearing as if passing over rapids, or 
very much like in the water at Hell 
Gate, Now York. Blocks of lava two 
feet square, came up from below, fre- 
quently striking the boats. As the 
lava was quite soft no barm was done. 
Nearly all the pieces, ou reaching the 
surface, were red but, einiltiug steam 
aud gas, strongly sulphurous. A 
rumbling noise was heard like that of 
rocks in a freshet, caused no doubt by 
the eruption of the lava from the sub- 
marine crater, which is supposed to be 
a crack or liueof the rupturo esteudiug 
at least a mile from the shore. Another 
rupture, doubtless, a continuation of 
the Bubmariae tissure, was traced in- 
landirom tbe shore neailj throo miles, 
varying in width from a few inches to 
three feet. In some places water was 
seen pouring down into the abyss be- 
low. A severe shock of earthquake 
was felt by those living at Koawaloa 
and Koei', during the night of the 
eruption, which must have preoedad 
thb -outbireak. It was quite severe, 
but no damage reported.

Frightened Women Crushed and 
Trampled to Death. 

New Yokk, March. 8.— Thoro was a 
panic in the church of St. Praueia Xavior, 
Sixteenth street, near Sixth avenue, to- 
night, oinised by a Woman f dinting and 
cries of lire; a rush of women from one of 
tbo galleries was made, ami in tlio tumult 
which ensued, six women and ouo boy 
were tramijled under foot aud killed. The 
audioiieo was composed entirely of women 
and children, it beiD|; women week indent. 
The number of persons in j nred could not 
bo aRcertained. Pathec liigiagiaoke was 
proacliing on hell and the terrors 
terrors of the damned, aud as the preach- 
er was picturing tho tormeuta of purgatory 
a young woman iu tho corner gallery, 
ovorcouio by her feelings, fuinted and 
grtvo utterance to a hysterical screo'Ti, 
startling the worshippers and causing 
tliom to spring to their feet. Tho next 
moment some reckless person cried tire, 
and this gave rise to tha panic. Father 
LiUigiaeko implored tlio people to keep 
their seats, iis tuoro wuh no cause for 
alarm. FatlierMerriek,tlu'|p istor beard tho 
BoreaiiiH uiul rushed into tbo sanctuary. 
Eo called upon tho congregation to keep 
heir seats, as Iheir wua no fire. The 
congregation was disniissed and tlio or- 
gan began to pl.ay. Thewonieu in the main 
body of th3 e linreli aiul gallery pass-oJ out 
in an orderly manner, but tho jioople oc- 
cupying that i)ortioii of tlie gallery uhcio 
tho commotion had begun and ocnt< rcil, 
rushed toward the exit from tho gallery, 
and, almost crazed with fear, pushed and 
fought their way into tho narrow stairway 
leading to Sixteenth street. Tho Htairway 
is but four feet wide aud within three or 
four Kteps of tho bottom makes a sharp 
ttn'n, befcro it roaclicd llie vesiibule. Tho 
crowd of maddened women rushed down 
the stairs, and would probably all have 
reached the Street in &afetj, but at the 
bond in tho' stairw - an aged and voiy 
stout woman foil lie; dlo g ilown tho stairs. 
Before she eoulii reyimi iier feet the fran- 
tic crowd pressed on toward the vestibule 
and came upon tho prostrate form, and 
tho:i0 iu the foremost ranks fell upon her. 
In a moment the passage way was chok- 
ed, and a scene of the widest OQnfusiun, 
and most intense excitement ensued. Tho 
crowd in tho roar pressed on with tho 
most irra^istible force, and noiJiing could 
bo doue to stop thoir advance. Tho crazed 
women fought their way toward thochok- 
ed-up stiirway, trampling upon thooo 
who had fallen in front and crushing tho 
life out of them. They screamed and 
fought like maniacs, aud every eflbrt to 
hold thom back, bo that the stairway 
could ho cleared, was of no avail. Father 
Whyto and several other priests who 
were in the church parlor at tho time tlio 
panio occnrred, rushed round to the front 
of the ohuroh, and, assisted by patrol- 
men, by main force dragged out some of 
the women who were lying on the stairs. 
A number of women were then got out 
alive and only slightlj' injured. In tho 
strugglo for life, they were almost de- 
nuded of their olotbing. As tho prii'stf; 
and police, aided by a numberof citizens, 
made tluur way up tbe staircase, they 
fouud lying on tho steps four Other women 
and a small boy. There were taken out 
to tho open air, but life was extinct. One 
woman, Ann Forbos,was brought out alivo 
and auijareutlv not injured. Sho walked, 
with tho assistance of the jiolice, to a 
drug-store on Sixth nveinic, iicar Bix- 
teenth street, where she expired in a few 
moments.

On Tuesday nigiit a dnf,', the property 
of a friend of mine, nu t with his dealli 
tliis time in the neighborliood of Esqui 
malt, and from the nature of ibe symp- 
toms described to me, evidently due to the 
eamo ijoisou.

TliESPASS.

WANT OF OONFIDENOB. 

Mr. Walkem aaid that he would drop 
bis non-oonfidenoe resolution. 

DEBENTCIRE?. 

Mr, Beaven movL-d that a rospeotful Ad- 
dress bo proaeutud to liis Honor tbo 
Xiieulouani-Goveruor, requesting bini to 
cause to bo sent (1 mvu to this House, at 
AD early date, a return sliowing in detail 
aU offers made to the GoTernmeDtfor aay 
portion of the Loan aulhorizad by the 
"Briiiali Columbia Loan Act, 187(J;' tbo 
terms aud conditions under which any 
portion of tbo Deboutui-os under tho 
above Aet havo been disposed of, or de- 
posited with imy person or corporation; 
giving iu eauh case tho datas, named, 
rates and amounts. 

Mr. Boaven said that this information 
■was goiiorally forthcomiug without a mo 
tion; but as tho Government hud not 
8upi)liod it he felt tljat there was uoL-e.ssi- 
ty for tho res ilution. 

Hou. Ml-, Elliott said tho Government 
had no objection to give returns of datoa 
and names of persons who had tendered 
and tho amounti ttiey had tendered for. 
But they oiild not expose private indi- 
■viduiils' air.4irs by st^iting what bonds 
they boUl. 

Hod. Mr. "Walkem said tint the IIou.so 
had a right to this iufotm ition. H-j did 
not imagine anything was wrong; but the 
informHtion ought to hi given. His Go v- 
erumeot, la^t session, had supplied simi- 
lar information. He was advised tbut ho 
had no right to answer; but he had done 
80, nevertholoss. 

Mr. rishor ^aid thu hon. loader of the 
Opposition oitlior did not understand tho 
<^uo3tioa or had.shirkcd it. The informa- 
tion was not desired for any good or 
practical purse. If there baJ .'been any 
fraud or speculatioQ a committee might 
be appointed to investigat;!, us in tho case 
of tlio payment of $(3U0 to Mr. DeCosmos. 
(Hear.; If this information was granted 
the number of bidders in future would bo 
few indeed. Borne might have put in 
bills to lower the-oredit of the Province. 
{Hear.) Neither banks nor monied men 
would iidvunco money when required if 
their alTairs were to be laid biio to the 
world. Tho hoo, gc-ntioman charged Mr. 
Walkem, when in power, with borrowing 
money contrary to the advice of m^n ot 
saperior iatel'igence auil thus pre :ipitat- 
ing the present crisis. He (Mr. Fisher) 
had seen no df<-ira to conceal anything, 
and ho believed t'lat at the present time 
it would not be discreet tj oxjjoie this ill- 
formation. Uo wiirmi.l certain lioa. gen 
tlemen that lie wns on ilu-ir track and if 
they wont too i.ir ho would expodo Some 
of their doings th it would not appear 
Tery eredi able. Mr. 'Wttlltom wonld find 
Lim (&Ir. Fishor) a swifier hound than 
the ouo that fohowed him through Gov 
ernment street. (Laughter.) 

Hou. Mr. 8niitlio said the Governmont 
bad no objcL-tion exeopt to making public 
the Uiimos of tno persons who haj pur- 
oha^od the bonds. The lion, gentleman 
(Mr. Walkem) had not sbown a siu^^'lo 
reason why these names siiould bo given. 
The Ooverument woull giro tho amounts, 
tho dates, an.l llie rates, and if they gavo 
tho wrong lufonnaiioo ii would bu against 
thuaioo'vo.s. If they l;ad ",o!d the deben- 
tures at 98 and i(!|Hnled 100, they would 
havo to paj the diU'erenco "V.t v[ their nwn 
pockets. If they reported thoy ha 1 .sold 
thorn above par their report could be 
easily cheeked hy the i)urcli;i.s"r.s. If this 
resolution bi, carrie.,1 it would not hurt 
tho Qoverninent, but it would havo nn 
injurious elT'ct by preventing tondora for 
tho purelusQ of b jnds by p;>rson« who 
did not wish their private affairs niado 
puhlio. No one could go to thoiJauk and 
ij.sk for a list of its iloposit ns. The 
(lovornnunit ■■tooil ia th'i Hame relation to 
the boiiilholcier.) as a bank to ils custom- 
ers. Believing the (pio-tiou would come 
up he had iiuiuired as to the wishes of 
bondholders in this matter and road a 
letter from Me.ssrs. Dralio &. Jackson, of 
data, Btaliiig tliat they could not 
coll^eut to tho bond-purchaao.3 of 
their cli-nts bci^ij,' made pubho. 
Tho Government iiiui outaiiiod money 
from individuals, but thoy wero not jus- 
tified in giving the names of tlie bood- 
hoklers.

Mr. Mara said that business mou had a 
natural obji;ction to having their allairs 
laid bare. If a bioker wore asked for the 
names of his customers he would not give 
tham. Private individuals he would pro- 
tect, but ho would give information as to 
corporations that had advanced money. 
Ho would suggoit tUiit tlio word "naiUbs" 
bo struck out oi tlio resolution; that full 
returns cxcejit tlio iiaini h of piirchasurs be 
brought down to the lloiisj and referred 
to the Public Accounts Committee, who 
would then be furoibhed tho uamesia 
oonfldenoe with power to check the names 
and returns from tho hooks of tho treas- 
ury; when if they found that anything 
was wrong could then report to the

EUROPE. 

London, Maroh 13.— Gladjtoue has 
published a pamphlet iu which he 
shows tho real oondnci; of tbe. Porte 
towards the authors of the Bulgariau 
outrages is an encouragement to a re- 
petition of horrors. 

London, March 13.— To-duy will be 
memorable in the history of tho E.ist- 
ern Question. The cabinet meets to 
consider the terms of agreement 
among the powers. It does not cou- 
tain any form; tho power will employ 
their diplomatic influences in favor of 
reform, which the conference decided 
necessary, but further than this they 
will not go. No timo ia fi.\ed within 
which the powers are to use their in- 
fluence or after which they are to con- 
sider that efforts have failed. When 
the proposal that Lord Derby submits 
to his colleagues has been acce2)ted by 
other European potrera it is expected 
Russia .will declare herself satisfied, 
and demobilization will follow in due 
course. 

Tho prevailing popular idea is that 
the party strongly attached to tho 
Murad Effendi are busily spreading 
reports of his complete recovery, and 
claiming his right to restoration. 
Murad's adherents declare both Turk- 
ish aud foreign doctors were unani- 
mous that two or Ihroo months' rejjoae 
would completely restore his reason. 
Their prediction has been fully veri- 
fied. Murad is far moro fit for the 
throne Iq in his drunken terror haunted 
brother, and it is time they should 
change places. 

London, March 14. — A Paris corres- 
pondent of the "Times" speaking of 
the final protocol says there is reason 
to believe that England will accept 
the formula, aud that in the course of 
two days a happy solution may be 
counted on with some certainty. If 
the protocol is signed the Turkish 
army will he immediately paid off, even 
before tbo collective resolutions of the 
powers is otiicially notified to tbe Porto. 

London, March 13. — The Post's special 
from Berlin siiy.-i several papers announce 
that iu co.iaequenco of tiio conce-sious 
made by IgnatielTB smarck has couseutud 
to give Kussia's propositiou his moral 
support. 

A Berlin dispatch to tbe ^Ti'mes announc- 
es tbat Oermany, Italy, Austria and 
France support tbe Bassian proposals. 

London, Mart-h 13 — Tho leading edit- 
orial of tho Times contains tho following: 
'Tt may bo truly said the crisis of tho 
Eastern question has an i i-ed. Never dur- 
ing any phaso of th-f question has a moro 
important communication beon addressed 
by one State to another that of which Ig- 
natieffand Count Scbovaloff have been 
the intermediates. Tho substance of it is 
that if Groat Britain aud other powers 
will agree to maintain the sottlemont in- 
sisted upon at the couforonco and urge it 
upon thu Forte ivUesia will bo costont to 
accord with them and will demobilize hor 
armies. This oommnnication is now un- 
der close consideration by the English 
government.

As when Vipont cauu. to 
work with nio some three jears ayo. alter being here 
a few weekB ho aslied me to lend him some money to 
bring his wifo and family from tho States, whl -j I 
did and without interest. This money w^s rcpaU 
in small sums cxtcudiug over a period of two years. 
Mr. Vipont was also unfortunate enough (through 
his own oorelessneSB and.iaziuess) to get >his leg bro- 
ken. I was not backward In assisting hint while un 
tit for work, and before ho was in n fit condition to 
do BO, he asked me for a contract of the riHining of 
iho coal iu the mine, which 1 gave him at tho price 
hi asked. Before the end of the first mouth he came 
to me and said that he would be unable to pay hlP 
men. I threw the contract aside, and not only made 
up the detlciency bi his men, but paid him wages for 
every day hp worked. 

The! public have heard Vipont's abuse of mo at a 
meeting of niluers.
